General Motors Local Backs 
International Executive 


SPEAKERS HECKLED, 
CHEERED AND BOOED 


But Unit Decides to Send 
Delegates to Convention 


Acting Head. 


After a tumultuous, four-hour 
meeting last night, union employes 
of the General Motors Corporation 
here, members of the largest St. 
Louis local of the United Automo- 
bile Workers of America, went on 
record unanimously in favor of 
their international executive board 
and against Homer Martin, im- 
peached president. 

Seventeen hundred persons at- 
tended the meeting in the Municipal 
Auditorium opera house, including 
members of five other St. Louis lo- 
cals of the union. Only members 
of Local 25, however; were allowed 
to vote on the resolution. They 
heckled, cheered and booed the 


speakers, but, at the conclusion of 
the long debate, voted as a solid 
unit. 

As a result of the vote against’ 
Martin, Local 25 will send delegates 
to the convention called by R. J. 
Thomas, acting president of the 
union. It will be held in Cleveland 
March 27. The pro-Martin conven- 

owill be neI@“March 4 in De- 
troit. Before that date Martin is 
expected to come here to address 
St. Louis members of the union, to 
give his side of the dispute which 
has split the union of almost 400,- 
000 members. 


Says Martin “Muffed” Chance. 


Norman Smith, St. Louis organiz- 
er for the union, opening the dis- 
cussion of dissension in the inter- 
national, said: “With regret I say 
that Homer Martin muffed a 
chance to become one of the out- 
standing men in labor history. We 
built our union around glamorous 
personalities. The A. F. of L. criti- 
cised us for that and said we were 
a big snowball rolling down hill. 
To some extent they were correct. 

“The question here is whether we 
are to go along with the industrial 
union movement or with Martin,” 
he declared. The CIO is opposed 
to Martin and he has resigned from 
the CIO executive board. 

“The fatal mistake by Homer,” 
he continued, “was to pick out fel- 
lows who would agree with him 
without weighing the problems.” 
Smith concluded by expressing re- 
gret that the dispute had arisen, 
saying, “I wish I could have avoid- 
ed this evening in my life.” 

Martin Supporter Speaks. 
Martin was represented by Wil- 
liam Elmer Dowell, formerly of 
Kansas City, a young international 
representative. He charged that 
Communists had tried to get con- 
trol of the union. “The Commun- 
ists told Martin, ‘If you'll go along 
with us by letting us know how 
many locals we can control, we'll 
make you the greatest labor leader 
of the counfty,’” he asserted. 
Martin’s reply, according to Dow- 
ell, was; “You get the hell out 
of this office. If you come back 
I'll knock you over the desk.” Yells, 
cheers and boos greeted the recital. 

Dowell charged that in Flint, 
Mich., $18,000 of union funds had 
been spent for baseball equipment 
but not enough of it could be found 
today to equip one team. This 
statement was later disputed by 
Delmond Garst of St. Louis, region- 
al director of the union. 

Dowell said that Martin had 
been criticised severely for clean- 
ing out some locals but added, “If 
he hadn’t done that, he would have 
been as big a rat as those who 
squandered union funds.”

In 1933 the President and Cab- 
inet members of Spain and most 
of the members of Parliament 
were excommunicated for sign- 
ing or voting for anti-Catholic 
decrees, At that time an en- 
cyclical by the Pope deplored 
Spanish religious laws as a 
grievous attack on the church.

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 10.—The 
deathof Pope Pius XI marked the 
beginning of an interregnum in ad- 
ministration of the Roman Catholic 
Church which Eugenio Cardinal 
Pacelli fills as “Chamberlain of 
the Holy Roman Church.” 

The 62-year-old Cardinal will func- 
tion as a Pope pro-tem of the 
church until selection of the 262d 
occupant of the Throne of St. Pe- 
ter. 

His office as Papal Secretary of 
State, which he had filled since 
February, 1930, lapseed on the death 
of the Pope who appointed him. 

But his office of Cameriengo 
(chamberlain) continued and to him 
fell the task, of officially pro- 
nouncing Pope Pius dead. 


His last act as Secretary of 
State was to inform the Vatican 
diplomatic corps of the Pope’s 
passing, and then as Chamberlain 
he called a meeting of the Prelates 
of the Papal Court to take part 
in an ancient ceremony making in- 
ventory of the late Pope’s effects. 


Receives Fisherman’s Ring.

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Temporal Power 


of Vatican 


Restored Under His Reign in 
Lateran Accords With Italy 


Famous Alpinist and 


Authority on Church 


History Found Place for Radio and Base- 
ball in Life of His Modern City State. 


OPE PIUS XI, who was elected 

supreme head of the Roman 

Catholic Church in 1922, did 
more during the early years of his 
pontificate to modernize the routine 
of the Vatican than any of his pre- 
decessors and actively continued 
the conciliatory policy inaugurated 
diate predecessor, On the very day 
of his accession Pius XI blessed a 
multitude from a gallery of the 
Vatican overlooking the streets of 
Rome. This act was regarded as 
a technical violation of his status 


as a “voluntary prisoner,” which 
all Popes had made of themselves 
since 1870, when the forces of Vic- 
tor Emmanuel I took Rome and 
in the next year declared the city 
to be the capital of the Kingdom 
of Italy. 

Pius XI achieved the title of “the 
Pope of the Conciliation,” when in 
1929 after two years of negotiation 
with the Mussolini Government an 
end was obtained of the “Roman 
question” which for 59 years had 
restricted the Pope’s realm. 

The agreement restored the Vat- 
fcan’s temporal power, with rule 
over the Vatican City State, and 
formally freed the “prisoner of the 
Vatican.” 

Book on Mountain Climbing. 

Tt was unusual for the head of 
the church to appear as an author 
of other than religious works; con- 
sequently Pius XI caused some as- 
tonishment with the publication of 
his volume on his experiences as 4 
mountain climber before his ele- 
vation. He introduced radio into 
the Vatican and invited baseball 
playing within ites grounds. He au- 
thorized the taking of motion pic- 
tures of himself and his attendants 
in various ceremonies. 

One of his early official acts that 
gratified American Catholics was 
extending from 10 to 15 days the 
interval to elapse between the 
death of a Pope and the session of 
the Sacred College to elect his 
successor. Experience had shown 
that 10 days was too short a time 
to enable American Cardinals to 
reach Rome in time to take part in 
the election. In connection with 
Pius’ elevation Cardinal O'Connell 
of Boston started for Rome imme- 
diately upon learning of the death 
of Pope Benedict, but arrived in 
Rome an hour after the new Pope 
had been elected. The latter ex- 
pressed personally to Cardinal 
O’Connell his disappointment be- 
cause America had not been rep- 
resented in his election and ex- 
plained that the Cardinals had se- 
riously considered prolonging the 
conclave but found that the Con- 
stitutions were so rigid that they 
were unable to do so. The new 
Pope then determined that at fu- 
ture elections Americans should 
have time to journey to Rome and 
within a month after his election 
had made provision for the extend- 
ed time. 

Born Near Milan in 1857. 

The family name of Pope Pius 
XI was Achille Ratti. He was 
born at Desio, near Milan, May 31, 
1857, the son of Francesco and Te- 
resa Ratti. His father was a silk 
worker, who became manager of 
the business in which he was em-: 
ployed, and later a partner. The 
future Pope was a brilliant student 
from childhood. He obtained his 
first education in a country school 
conducted by Don Giuseppe Volon- 
teri, a priest, and which he at- 
tended until he was 10 years old. 
His academic education was com- 
pleted at the Seminary of St. Peter 
the Martyr, under the tutelage of 
his uncle Damiano Ratti, and at the 
high school at Monza. 

The young Ratti showed so much 
aptitude for mathematics that some 
of his teachers recommended that, 
although he was inclined toward 
the priesthood, he should take a 
mathematical course in the Univer- 
sity of Turin. At that time he had 
nearly finished his course in the 
theological seminary and disregard- 
ing the recommendations of his 
teachers, went to Rome and in 
1879 entered Lombard  Semi- 
mary to continue his  theolog- 
ical studies. Two months later he 
was ordained a priest and celebrat- 
ed his first mass in the church of 
San Carlo al Corso, in Rome, while 
still continuing his studies in the 


. It was while he was 
attending this seminary that his fa- 
ther died and left the young priest 
to fight his own way through life.

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philology. Observing his aptitude 
in these branches, Mgr. Ceriani, 
prefect of the Ambrosiana library, 
in Milan, one of the most famous 
and ancient in the world, urged 
him to make the request to be ad- 
mitted as a doctor in that institu- 
tion. His request was granted. 
Becomes Library Prefect. 
The library, rich in manuscripts 
and old works, was founded in 
1609 and always under the care of 
the clergy. Father Ratti entered 
into the work of the institution in 
1888 and remained as a writer and 
contributor in it until 1907, when 
Mgr. Ceriani died. Father Ratti 
was called to fill the vacancy. His 
years as prefect of the institution 
were full of intense activity in re- 
search and literature. Most of his 
works, however, were in the form 
of short pamphiets on church his- 
tory and other historical and lit- 
erary subjects. There was just one 
long work, three volumes, which 
received high praise from Pope 
Leo XIII. An original research in 
history also permitted him to write 
an exhaustive study on St. Charles 
Borromeo, which was published 
the third century of the latter’s 
canonization. Father Ratti also dis- 
covered the existence of 43 origi- 
nal letters of Pius IL as well as 
many touching on the wars of the 
King of Naples and the Papacy. 
It was while he was prefect of 
the Ambrosiana library that Father 
Ratti became interested in moun- 
tain climbing. All his vacations 
were spent in the Alps of Lom- 
bardy, which he knew from one 
end to the other on both sides of 
the watershed. His Alpine recre- 
ation was indulged in with the 
‘same intensity as characterized his 
research in the library. The 
arrival of vacation was the signal 
for donning the mountain breeches 
and hob-nailed boots, taking his 
knapsack and alpenstock ‘and going 
far up into the recesses of the 
eo a He knew all the Alpine 
heights, those of Switzerland 
as well as those of Italy. He 
was an authoritative and active 
member of the Italian Alpine Club 
and contributed many pamphlets 
describing his wanderings among 
the peaks. Many of those pam- 
phiets have remained to this day 
as the authoritative word on 
routes, paths and general informa- 
tion for the Alpine climber. 
Helping Alpine Soldiers, 
The height of his Alpine prowess 
was reached when he discovered a 
new path for the ascension of 
Monte Rosa, one of the most diffi- 
cult climbs in the Italian and 
Swiss Alps. He alone knew this 
path. On one occasion, he saw 
some Italian soldiers tussifig to get 
their supplies to the top of the 
mountain, scaling from one dan- 
gerous rock to another. He offered 
to show them a better and easier 
way. The soldiers accepted his 
proffered help and he conducted 
them along his path which led them 
to the top much more easily than 
they had imagined. To show their 


deference for this act of mountain- 


eering prowess, the soldiers christ- 
ened the path Via Ratti, and it has 
kept that name ever since. 
On his elevation to the tiara, the 
Italian Alpine Club sent him a con- 
gratulatory telegram, which he 
prized more than many from princes 
and prelates. Besides, he admired 
a stone sent him by the English 
climbers from the topmost point 
reached in the attempt to scale 
Mount Everest. 

on and Research. 
The activity of Father Ratti, up 
until 1911, was chiefly absorbed in 
the work of the Ambrosiana Li- 
brary, His endeavors as prefect 
were commended for organ- 
ization, research and their ecclesi- 
astical character. He also found 
time to act as chaplain, for the Do- 
minican monastery of the Cenacolo, 
where the famous mural painting 
by Leonardo da Vinci, “The Last 
Supper,” is to be seen. Here he ex- 
ercised a great influence, encourag- 
ing the work of the monks among 
the youth of the community. 
In 1911, Mgr. Ehrie, prefect of 
the Vatican Library, announced his 
intention of withdrawing from the 
heavy responsibilities of that insti- 
tution. He: recommended to Pius 
X, who was then Pope, thé choice 
of Father Ratti to fill the post 
which would be made vacant by his 
withdrawal. The Pope, for the 
time, assigned Father Ratti as 
coadjutor prefect. At the out- 
break of the war, Mer. Ehrie 
wished to be completely relieved of 
the heavy burden the directing of 
the huge library entailed. It was 
then that the Pope appointed the 
coadjutor to succeed him, with the 
title of prefect, apostolic protono- 
tary and canon of St. Peter’s. In 
this capacity, Father Ratti repre- 
sented the Vatican at the sixth cen- 
tenary of Oxford University the 


‘same year 


He was now raised to the rank 
of monsignor and transferred his 
residence from Milan to the Vati- 
can. Here he worked during the 


following 
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wens was of the opinion that a 
temporary papal representative 
should be sent into the affected 
territories, especially into Poland, 
which was the most largely inter- 
ested in the transferred territories. 
For this important post, Benedict 
XV chose Mgr. Ratti, sending him 
to Warsaw with the title of Apos- 
tolic Visitor. Later, the office was 
extended to include all the territory 
previously belonging to the de- 
posed Russian empire. 

It was Mgr. Ratti’s difficult task 
to maintain an attitude of impar- 
tial neutrality to both the Germans 
and the Poles, and, considering the 
conflict of interest, it-required un- 
usual skill to remain the friend of 
both sides. He proved his great 
tact in the undertaking, maintain- 
ing cordial relations with the op- 
posing parties. Poland was then 
made an autonomous state and 
Mer. Ratti suggested the letter of 
greeting which Benedict XV sent 
saluting the resurrected Polish na- 
tion. 

In recognition of these services 
and his unqualified acceptance by 
the Polish men of State, Benedict 
XV made Mgr. Ratti the first Apos- 
tolic Nuncio to the new state in Oc- 
tober, 1919. He was consecrated 
Bishop of Pepanto in the Warsaw 
Cathedral by Cardinal] Kakowski, 
whose faithful friend and counselor 
he had become. 

The next year, during the Bol- 
shevik invasion, Bishop Ratti re- 
mained as the only member of the 
diplomatic corps in the Polish cap- 
ital while the Bolsheviks were at 
the gates of Warsaw. 

Cardinal Then Pope. 

In the spring of 1921, Cardinal 
Ferari, Archbishop of Milan, died. 
In May, the Pope summoned Bishop 
Ratti from Warsaw to Rome for 
the purpose of creating him a Car- 
dinal and appointing him to preside 
over the archdiocese of Milan. The 
choice of his motto was prophetic. 
His coat of arms bore the words 
“reptum transit,” meaning “it 
passes rapidly.” Just eight months 
after his elevation to the cardinal- 
ate he was elected Pope. Benedict 
XV died Jan. 22, 1922, and Cardinal 
Ratti was elected Pope Feb. 6. He 
was crowned in St. Peter’s six days 
later, 

Telling why he took the name of 
Pius, the Pope said: “I was born 
under a Pius; I came to Rome un- 
der a Pius; Pius is the name of 
peace—then Pius shall be my 
name.” 

It was the aim of Pius XI to con- 
tinue the policies of his predeces- 
sors—that of effecting a closer re- 
lationship between the church and 
the troubled European states, 

Pius XI also gave lavishly to- 
ward the relief of impoverished 
Austria and of Germany. He also 
extended his benefactions in this 
line to Greece and Asia Minor. In 
regard to France, the Pope solved 
a long outstanding grievance be- 
tween the French church and the 
Vatican by recognizing the “dioces- 
an associations,” joint committees 
of lay and clerical members for 
the administration of the churches. 

During the first years of his 
reign, Pius XI was extremely vigi- 
lant in international affairs. When 
the Genoa conference met, he sent 
a letter to the Bishop of Genoa 
through Cardinal Gasparri, for the 
purpose of outlining to the confer- 
ence the position of the Holy See. 
He also expressed the Vatican’s 
view on the French occupation of 
the Ruhr. In a letter to the Car- 
dinal Vicar, Cardinal Pompilj, he 
expressed his view on the social 
disorders which prevailed in Italy 
for several years after the war. 

He said a mass of expiation for 
the anti-religious campaign in So- 
viet Russia. In similar vein he called 
on the world to pray for Mexican 
Catholics when the hierarchy of 
that republic withdrew the priests 
from the churches as a_ protest 
against constitutional regulations. 
‘Later the Government deported all 
Mexican Bishops, but Pope Pius 
frowned on attempts to organize a 
Catholic boycott, ordered the priests 
to stay out of politics and forbade 
them to take up arms. 


Pope’s Encyclicals. 
Among his encyclicais was the one 
“On the Christian Education of 
Youth.” It was the first encyclical 


jissued in modern languages, as well 


as in the traditional Latin. It was 
a lengthy document and its con- 


idemnation of co-education, for one 


thing, caused considerable repercus- 
sion in the United States. So, too, 
did its broad implication that Ro- 
man Catholic children and youths 
should be educated in none but 
church schools. 


Another subject which brought 


iforth condemnation from Pius was 


women’s dress. In fact, he deplored 
every manifestation of tendencies to 
change the concept of motherhood 
as the chief duty and privilege of 
women, including in his denuncia- 
tions beauty shows, modern dancing 
and similar activities. 

At one time he awarded a prize 
for a design of an attractive but 
modest dress, the medal going to a 
model which had a high neck and 
long sleeves and reached to a point 
within a few inches of the ground. 
He summed up the whole ques- 
tion in one of his encyclicals in 
which he declared that the women 
among the early Christian martyrs 
were more concerned over nudity 
than death. In another encyclical 
he said: 

“Christian modesty has been la- 
mentably forgotten in the way of 
living and the dressing of women 
especially, while an insatiable hun- 
ger for the perishable things of the 
world, anxious seeking for popular

His full title was: 

“His Holiness the Pope. 

“Bishop of Rome and Vicar of 
Jesus Christ. 

“Successor of St. Peter, Prince of 
the Apostles.

“Primate of Italy. 

“Archbishop and Metropolitan of 
the Roman Province. | 

“Sovereign of the Temporal Do- 
minions of the Holy Roman Church 
and Sovereign of Vatican City.” 

The last five-word phrase was 
added in 1930 after the Lateran ac- 
cords had become accomplished 
facts. The treaties, three in num- 
ber, were signed Feb. 11, 1929, by 
the Papal Secretary of State, Car- 
dinal Gasparri, and Premier Mus- 
solini. After they had been  ap- 
proved by Pope Pius and King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, they went into full 
effect on June 7 of that year. 

By the treaties the law of 
guaranties, passed by Italy in, 1870 
but mever accepted by the Popes 
because it was a unilateral act, was 
annulled. The Italian state sup- 
planted it by an acknowledgment 
of the plenary power and juridical 
sovereignty of the Pope over the 
Vatican City state. 

This small realm of 110 acres was 
recognized as pontifical territory in 
absolute dominion. In return, the 
Holy See acknowledged the King- 
dom of Italy in its territory and 
constitution, with Rome as the 
capital and the House of Savoy as 
the ruling family.

period. The law of guaranties had 
provided a larger amount for that

Terms of Concordat 


The most important of the trea- 
ties is the concordat, regulating the 
relations between church and state. 
This document of 45 articles stipu- 
lates that the religion of the Italian 
state and nation shall be Cathol- 
icism and that every question af- 
fecting it must be adjudged accord- 
ing to the church canons, 

The concordat also provides that 
ecclesiastical and monastic institu- 
tions have juridical personality, 
and that their possessions are guar- 
anteed by church law. Nomination 
of Italian Bishops is reserved to 
the Pope, with, however, the stipu- 
lation that he submit the names to 
civil authorities lest there be polit- 
ical objections to the nominees. 
Every Italian Bishop is obligated 
to take an oath of fealty to the 
King, and prayers for the monarch 
are said in parish churches on ev- 
ery Sunday and holy day of obliga- 
tion. 

The state, on its side, accepts 
holy days as public holidays and 
permits religious instruction by 
priests in elementary and second- 
ary schools. Church marriages are 
made valid, doing away with the 
necessity of the civil ceremony ex- 
cept that civil marriages are re- 
tained for dissenters and agnos- 
tics. Protestant and Jewish clergy- 
men have the same right to unite 
members of their faiths in wedlock 
as have Catholic priests. 


Trouble with Mussolini. 


The months following the proc- 
lamation of the treaties were 
marked by some sharp controver- 
sies between Pope Pius and Mus- 
solini, the Premier putting inter- 
pretations on their portent that 
the Pope would not accept. He said 
this frankly in speeches to pil- 
grimages and in letters which were 
addressed to the Papal Secretary of 
State and the Vicar-General of the 


Pope Pius objected particularly 
to Mussolini’s insinuation that it 
was Rome that saved Christianity 
from oblivion in the dark ages by 
the force of its mighty empire.

canonized. Most of these were 
named within the holy year of 1933- 
34, especially ordained to celebrate 
the 1900th anniversary of the death 
of Christ. Promotion of world peace 
and a return to prayer were the 
specific aims of this observance. 

Among the newly canonized that 
year were Don John Bosco, Salesian 
monk, whose educational work is 
revered throughout Latin America; 
Joan of Arc; Thomas More, chan- 
cellor to Henry VHI of Engiand, 
and the French nun, Sister Therese 
of the Little Flower of Jesus. Three 
Jesuits martyred in colonial. times 
by Indians of the Parana region 
in South America, Fathers Gon- 
zales, Rodriguez and Castillo, also 
were honored along with men and 
women from France, Great Britain, 
Canada, Germany and Italy. Later 
causes were initiated for the eleva- 
tion of several Americans to saint- 
hood. 

The pilgrimages to Rome that 
year soothed the spirit of Pope Pius 
although they tired him physically. 
In the 12 months he made more 
than 200 addresses to 1,200,000 pil- 
grims. 

To thousands of devout gathered 
at Lourdes, France, he made a radio 
appeal for peace. To the college of 
Cardinals, gathered for Christmas 
ceremonies Dec, 12, 1934, he quoted 
“peace on earth to men of good 
will,” then indirectly warned states- 
men that they must temper political 
expediency with desire for peace or 
he might be forced to pray: “Oh, 
Lord, scatter those nations who 
seek war.” 

By Christmas of 1935, Italy was 
being economically ostracized by 
sister nations as aggressor in the 
Italian-Ethiopian war and the Pope 
admitted to the Cardinals that he 


h: * been accused of negligence in 


the search for peace. He maintained 
this was an error, that his legates 
even then were seeking means to 
end the conflict. Records showed 
that before the fighting started he 
strongly urged a peaceful solution 
of the East African problem and 
that after the campaign started he 
warned that final settlement must 
be a “peace with justice.” ‘¢ 

In December, 1935, faced with a 
dwindling Sacred College, Pope Pius 
XI named 20 new Cardinals, the 
most sweeping increase in modern 
times, 

On Nov. 20, 1936, the Pope 
sent to Archbishop A. G. Cicog- 
nani, the apostolic delegate in 
Washington, instructions authoriz- 
ing him to say that corrections 
made by the Archbishop of Detroit 
to a speech by the Rev. Charles 
E. Coughlin, former radio priest, 
were “just and timely.” Father 
Coughlin had issued a statement ac- 
cusing President Roosevelt of “per- 
sonal stupidity” in the appointment 
of Senator Hugo L. Black to the 
Supreme Court. After Archbishop 
Edward Mooney of Detroit had “cor- 
rected” Father Coughlin, the priest 
canceled a proposed radio speech. 

Once before Pope Pius had let it 
be known by implication that he 
disapproved of Father Coughlin’s 
tactics. This was after he had been 
visited by the late archbishop Gal- 
lagher of Detroit shortly after 
Father Coughlin, in the course of 
the 1936 political campaign, had 
called President Roosevelt a “liar 
and betrayer.” After Archbishop 
Gallagher’s visit, the Vatican news- 
paper supported his disapproval of 


applying such terms to the head of 


Pope Pius especial concern in 1938. 

He conducted a strenuous series 
of audiences, prayers, speeches and 
appeals for international and racial 
understandings. 

In a long address Dec. 14, 1937, 
at a secret consistory in which he 
elevated five new Cardinals to the 
purple, he said he saw what great 
damage had been caused in the Far 
East to heralds of the gospel and 
flourishing Christiar’ communities. 

“Looking toward Europe,” he said, 
“we see with no less sadness the 
impious and atrocious things which 
are being perpetrated in Russia 

nd which are being prepared to the 
danger of Christian life in Ger- 
many.” 

To 29 cardinals who gathered to 
offer him Christmas greetings he 
said he was saddened “by relig- 
ious persecution in Germany such 
as there has rarely been.” At New 
Year's, however, he exchanged 
greetings with Chancellor Hitler. 

Appeals to Franco. 

In March, 1938, he made two ap- 
peals to Spanish insurgent General- 
issimo Francisco Franco to use 
moderation in the air bombing of 
civilian populations in the Spanish 
conflict. He repeated the pleas in 
June and Franco sent the Pope 
promises “to limit the victims and 
suffering of war.” Afterward he 
commended the General for the 
“noble promises.” He appealed to 
the Japanese Government to spare 
Chinese non-combatants and re- 
ceived the reply the appeal would 
be treated “with consideration and 
deference.” 

The Pope was at his summer 
home when Chancellor Hitler made 
a visit of state to Rome in May, 
but the Pope’s mention of “anoth- 
er cross,” referring to the Nazi 
swastika during the visit drew 
sharp criticism from Premier Mus- 
solini’s newspaper. 

Differences arose also over the 
Italian Fascist doctrine that Jews 
“do not belong to the Italian race.” 
The Pope linked the Italian doc- 
trine with the German racial policy 
and, on July 29, took direct issue 
with Premier Mussolini. 

“We do not want to separate 
anything in the human family,” he 
said, “because it is clear that racial- 
ism and exaggerated nationalism 
as commonly spoken of mean bar- 
riers erected between men and oth- 
er men, between folk and other 
folk.” 

His remarks drew fire in the 
German press. Fascist papers as- 
sailed his stand. For a time re- 
ports told of fears of a break be- 
tween the Vatican and Italy. 


Reaffirmed Belief. 

In succeeding months the Pope 
reaffirmed his belief that “exagger- 
ated nationalism is a_ veritable 
curse,” was quoted as saying there 
fs a falsity in a totalitarian state, 
and protested against new Italian 
marriage laws barring unions be- 
tween Italians and Jews. Attacks 
in Vienna and Munich on the pal- 
aces of Cardinals Innitzer and Faul- 
haber saddened him as well. 


His health generally was im-

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Promi- 
nent members of the Catholic 
Church in the United States joined 
with representatives of other creeds 
today in tribute to Pope Pius XI.

James A. Farley, Postmaster- 
General: “The world has lost a 
leader whose spiritual influence 
will exist long after most of us are 
forgotten. The earnest efforts of 
His Holiness to promote world 
peace and his energy in advocating 
social justice made him respected 
by men of all political and religious 
faiths.

three coffins in St. Peter’s basilica

The origins of some of these cus- 
toms have crumbled into oblivion 
on the parechments on which they 
were written. 

One of the ancient but obsolete 
acts was the removal of vital organs 
from the Pope’s body for burial in 
an urn in a crypt under the basili- 
ca. Embalming is a comparatively 
modern act. It will have only a few 
hundred years of tradition behind 
it. 

One of the most spectacular cere- 
monies will be the procession bear- 
ing the Pope’s body to St. Peter’s. 
From 50,000 to 70,000 persons can 
crowd into the church to watch 20 
or more red robed Cardinals and 
costumed dignitaries carry out this 
task. Swiss guards in medieval 
armor will line the corridors 
through which the burden must be 
borne. 


Nine Funeral Services. 


Emphasizing the grandeur of the 
display will be an ordinary con- 
fessor garbed in simple black with 
white surplice. His will be the 
role of the village priest in a hum- 
ble layman’s funeral, 

This procession, however, will be 
only one of nine funeral services 
for Pope Pius. Each one has been 
worked out to its last detailed 
bit of symbolism. It is even pre- 
scribed which functionary shall lay 
a white silk handkerchief over the 
pontiff’s face as the assistant Vati- 
can librarian reads the notarial act 
closing the inner casket, and which 
other one shall lay another hand- 
kerchief over his hands. 

Not less elaborate and tradition- 
al ig the procedure of choosing 
the Pope’s successor. Under the 
chairmanship of the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, the Sacred College 
of Cardinals will undertake this 
election within 18 days. During 
the election and in the interim the 
Cardinals will follow a strict proto- 
col. 


In one meeting they will elect! 


during their confinement in the 
electoral conclave, drawing of lots 
for cells in that conclave, appoint- 
ment of a committee on cleanliness 
and decorum during the election, 
which may last many days, are 
some of the traditional duties to 
be performed now. 

One of the rious tasks con- 
fronting the Cardinals is the break- 
ing of the fisherman’s ring taken 
from Pope Pius’ finger. This ring 
is a gold band with an engraving 
of St. Peter fishing from a boat, 
Records show. it was used as a seal 
as far back as the thirteenth cen- 
tury. It will be given to the new 
Pope in token of the end of the 
“widowhood” of the church, 

The voting for the new Pope will 
follow ancient rules. It will begin 
after the youngest Cardinal deacon 
has dropped a double handful of 
wooden balls into a violet silken 
bag to select the Scrutinizing Com- 
mittee. It will go on at a leisure- 
ly pace, two ballots being taken 
daily, no more, until someone re- 
ceives a two-thirds majority. 

Coronation of New Pope. 


Concluding the long succession 
of traditional events will be the im- 
pressive ceremonies for the coron- 
ation of the new pontiff. Many at- 
tendants will dress him for the oc- 
casion, placing the papal mantle 
on him and setting the tall, tri- 
crowned mitre of cloth of gold on 
his head, 

Before the general public sees 
the Pope, he will receive the hom- 
age of his Cardinals in a dramatic 
eeremony in which each will kneel 
before him to kiss his slipper. After 
that, certain Bishops will be al- 
lowed to kiss his foot and knee. 

Finally will come the coronation 
itself, with a wildly shouting cheer- 
ing crowd in St. Peter’s straining 
for a glimpse of the new Pope and 
the gleaming, jewel-studded golden 
tiara carried on a cushion for him.

However, persons close to the

of young Branch Rickey to the 
Brooklyn organizaticn. 


Breadon and Rickey, of course, 
decline to discuss that phase of 
the “state of the ball club,” 
which is natural enough. Bu: it 
is true that recently several 
strong pro-Ricxey men have left 
the organization. Donald Beach, 
who resigned this winter as pres- 
ident of the Columbus club, was 
a Rickey man. John Eckler, a 
son-in-law of Rickey, formerly 
employed by the Cardinals, is now 
studying law at University of 
Chicago. Branch Rickey Jr. was 
no longer with the Cardinals 
when he accepted the Brooklyn 
job. And there were rumors that 
Rickey and Breadon did not see 
alike on the personnel changes. 


This observer always has seen 
Rickey and Breadon as two able 
men with sharply-defined differ- 
ences of opinion which definitely 
will remain that way always, but 
each with a profound respect for 
the other’s ability. And as long 
as Sam i Breadon considers 
Rickey’s unusual talents worth 
$50,000 a year, the partnership will 
continue. Incidentally, Rickey 
has a contract which still has 
three or four more years to run.

After an analysis of the causes 
of war, the Pope concluded that 
“what is required is peace which

In this same encyclical he prayed 
for peace between Italy and the 
Holy See, thereby foreshadowing the 
Lateran treaty, greatest monument 
of his reign. 

“Italy never will have anything to 
fear from the Apostolic See,” he 
proclaimed, as he declared his “pro- 
found grief” that his native land 
was not among those nations which 
“maintain friendly relations with 
the Holy See.” 

The next three encyclicals cele- 
brated the lives of three saints. 
“Rerum Omnium,” Feb. 26, 1923, 
commemorated the 300th anniver- 
sary of the death of St. Francis de 
Sales. 

“Studiorum Duce,” June 29, 1923, 
was published in connection with the 
600th anniversary of the canoniza- 
tion of St. Thomas Aquinas. The 
Pope commended his example to 
“the majority of youth, who, se- 
duced by the attractions of passion, 
lose their holy puricy prematurely 
and become the slaves of pleasure.” 

“Ecclesiam Dei,” Nov. 11, 1923, 
commemorated the 300th anniver- 
sary of the martyrdom of St. Jo- 
sephat, Archbishop of Polotsk, 
whose devotion to the Church of 
Rome in the schismatic East cost 
him his life. 


Repeal of Order of Pius X. 

In “Maximum Gravissimumque,” 
Jan, 18, 1924, the Pope authorized 
the Catholic clergy in France to 
form diocesan associations, repeal- 
ing an order of Pius X. Its object 
was to enable the church in France 
to carry on its work under the 
handicap imposed by the separation 


law of 1905 which deprived the 
church of many of its former 
prerogatives. 


“Rerum Ecclesiae,” Feb. 28, 1926, 
was a forceful appeal for militant 
missions. 

He asked that “all Catholics, with 
unanimous effort, work to augment 
and multiply the efficiency of mis- 
sionaries.” He called for the train- 
ing of larger numbers of native 
clergy, urged missionaries to push 
on into remote areas and counseled 
them to look to the establishment 
of schools and hospitals before the 
construction of elaborate church- 
es. ' 

Message on Mexico. 

In “Inguis Aflictisque,” Nov. 18, 
1926, the Pope, expressed his dis- 
may over Mexico’s treatment of 
the Catholic church. 

He sounded a “cry of alarm that 
the entire Catholic world may learn 
from the Common Father on the 
one hand to what lengths the un- 
bridled tyranny of our enemies has 
been loosed and on the other what 
has been the virtue, the heroic con- 
stancy of the Bishops, priests, re- 
ligous orders and laity.” 

He admonished Mexico's 
to reflect that “all that has been 
achieved there in progress and civ- 
ilization, everything which is good 
and beautiful, derives from the 
church.” 

“Mortalium Animos,” Jan. 6, 1928, 
was his plea for all those outside 
the church of Rome to return to 
the “one and true church of Christ.” 

He decried, however, efforts to 
bring all religions together on neu- 
tral ground, saying such campaigns 
“have no right to the approval of 
Catholics for they are based on the 
error that all religions are more or 
less good and praiseworthy.”

issued the encyclical “Quinquage- 


Chief among 
i'them was the “happy solution” of 
‘the Lateran treaty which ended 
‘more than half a century of hos- 
tility between the Italian state and 
the Holy See. In addition the 
Pope enumerated concordats con- 
cluded with other European na- 
tions and indications of closer re- 
lations with the Eastern church. 

A week later, he published one 
of the most important of all his 
encyclicals, “Divini Illius,” which 
dealt with the education of Chris- 
tian youth. 

“There can be no ideally perfect 
education which is not a Christian 
'education,” he declared. 

He said education “belongs pre- 
eminently to the church” and 
termed “unjust and illicit any mo- 
nopoly of education which obliges 
‘families to send their children to 
istate schools contrary to the dic- 
‘tates of Christian conscience or 
leven their legitimate preference.” 

Of the part the state and church 
should play in educating youth, he 
said: 

“On one is committed directly 
and specifically the charge of that 
which is helpful in worldly 
matters; while the other is to con- 
cern itself with the things which 
pertain to heaven and eternity.” 


Opposed to Co-Education. 


The Pope voiced his firm disap- 
proval of education in sex matters 
and of co-education. Proponents of 
“sexual education,” he said, “fail 
to take into account that offenses 
against good behavior are less the 
result of intellectual ignorance than 
of weakness of will.” As for co- 
education, he declared “the Creator 
ordained a perfect community of 
life between the two sexes only in 
marriage.” 

He warned of the “particular 
consideration for the modesty of 
young girls” which must be exer- 
cised when they participate in gym- 
nastics, which he declared never 
should be performed as a public 
spectacle. 

The Pope dwelt on problems of 
marriage in “Casti Conubii,’”’ Dec. 
31, 1930, one of his most widely 
quoted encyclicals. 

“Matrimonial fidelity,” he _ said, 
“demands that husband and wife 
be joined together in an especially 
holy and pure love, not as 
adulterers love each other, but as 
Christ loved the church.” 

He condemned as menaces to 
holy matrimony those “Neo-Pagan 
ideas” which “by writings, by the- 
atrical productions of every sort, by 
romantic fiction, by amorous and 
frivolous novels, by motion pic- 
tures portraying in vivid scene, in 
addresses broadcast by radio, in 
fact by all the inventions of mod- 
ern science, trample under foot and 
deride the sanctity of marriage.” 

Companionate Marriage. 

Companionate and experimental 
marriages he called “hateful abom- 
inations ... which reduce our truly 
cultuured nations to the barbarouus 
standards of savage peoples.” 

Of divorce he said, marriage con- 
stitutes a “perpetual and indissolu- 
ble bond which cannot be dissolved 
by civil law.” All forms of con- 
traception, he added, are “an of- 
fense against the law of God and 
nature.” 

Social problems were the sub- 
ject of another famous pronounce. 
ment, “Quadragesimo Anno,” May 
15, 1931. In this he termed unem- 
ployment a “dreadful scourge” and 
criticised the “irresponsible wealthy 
class” which “in the excess of its 
good fortune deems it a just state 
of things that it should receive ev- 
erything and the laborer nothing.” 

With “Non Abbiamo  Bisogno,” 
June 29, 1931, he crossed swords 
with the Fascist Government with 
which he had only recently made 
peace through the Lateran Treaty. 

The issue was Fascism’s effort to 
suppress the Catholic Action so- 
cieties, a campaign which was car- 
ried out in many instances with 
great violence. So vigorous was the 
tone of the Pope’s denunciation of 
this campaign that his encyclical 
was not published in Italy. In- 
stead, it was smuggled across the 
frontier by Mgr. Francis Spellman, 
now Auxiliary Bishop of Boston, 
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in Paris. 
“To accuse the Italtan Catholic 
Action of engaging in politics is 
a real and true calumny,” the Pope 
declared in refutation of the rea- 
son assigned for suppression of the 
clubs. 
“We dare to say that even Cath- 
olic Action itself was only a pre- 
text,” he continued. “What was de- 
sired and what was attempted was 
to tear away from the Catholic Ac- 
tion society and through this proc- 
ess to tear away from the church 
the young, all the young...” 
He accused Premier Mussolini’s 
Government of planning “to mo- 
nopolize completely the young, from 
the tenderest years up to 
and womanhood, all for the exclu- 
sive advantage of a party, of 4 
regime based on an ideology which 
clearly resolves itself into real 
Pagan worship of the state.” 
Rearmament Race. 


The Pope again proclaimed his 
concern over the economic crisis 
and the rearmament race in “Nova 
Impendet,” Oct. 2, 1931. 

He called for a “crusade of char- 
ity and relief” to aid sufferers from 
the der ssion and blamed the arms 
race for being “not the smallest 
contributor to the current extraor- 
dinary crisis.” 

“Lux Veritas,” Dec. 25, 1931, com- 
memorated the 1500th anniversary 
of the Ecumenical Council of Ephe- 
sus. In it the Pope urged venera- 
tion of the Virgin Mary upon ev- 
eryone, especially on “those moth- 
ers of modern times, who, annoyed 


by children and the marriage bonds, 


have vilified the duties which these 
impose.” 

In “Charitus. Christi,” May 18, 
1932, he reiterated the unhappiness 
he felt because of the woes of the 
economic depression, the spread of 
atheism and the rise of Commu- 
nism, 

“We see today,” he said, “what 
was never before seen in history— 
he, satanical banners of war against 
God and against religion brazenly 
unfurled to the winds in the midst 
of peoples and in all parts of the 
earth.” 


The situation of the church in 
Mexico was the subject of “Acerbi 
Animi,” Sept. 30, 1932. At this time 
the Pope announced a policy of 
“formal co-operation” with the Mex- 
ican Government. 

Rebuke to Spanish Rulers. 
Pius also deplored the plight of 
the church in Spain in the ency- 
clical “Dilectissima Nobis,” June 3, 
1933, in which he rebuked the Span- 
ish Government on the “error of 
its course in wounding the dearest 
and most deep-seated sentiments of 
the people.” 

In an encyclical Dec. 24, 1935, he 
enjoined the clergy to be “healthily 
modern as is the church, which is 
at home in all times and in all 
places and welcomes all.” 

The Pope addressed directly to 
the Bishops of the United States 
the encyclical “Vigilanti Curi,” July 
2, 1936, dealing with motion pic- 
tures. He urged the Bishops to es- 
tablish a censorship for the guid- 
ance of the faithful and obtain 
from them “annually renewable 
promises to abstain from witness- 
ing bad films.” 

This was Pope Pius’ last en- 
cyclical before he became seriously 
ill in December, 1936. 

In March, 1937, recuperating from 
his illness, the Pope issued three 
encyclicals in nine days. Two were 
among the most important he ever 
had written. 


Views on Labor. 

The first, “Divini Redemptoris,” 
March 18, 1937, was an attack on 
atheistic Communism, which, he 
said, “strips man of his liberty, 


ee 


restraints that check the eruptions 
of blind impulse.” 

Attack on Communism. 

The Pope proposed a comprehen- 
sive program to combat Com- 
munism. 

“The fundamental remedy lies in 
a sincere renewal of private and 
public life according to the prin- 
ciples of the Gospel,” he said. 

“The rich should not place their 
happiness in things of the earth 
nor spend their best efforts in ac- 
quisition of them.” 

“The poor, too, in their turn, 
while engaged according to the 
laws of charity and justice in ac- 
quiring the necessities of life and 
in bettering their condition, should 
remain always ‘poor in spirit’ and 
hold spiritual goods in higher es- 
teem than earthly property and 
pleasures.” 

In particular, the Pope recom- 
mended detachment from worldly 
goods, Christian charity and es- 
pecially justice. He declared “jus- 
tice above all should induce ¢m- 
ployers and the wealthy to recog- 
nize the inalienable right of the 
iworkingman to a salary sufficient 
for himself and his famiry and 
safeguard, even in labor, his lofty 
dignity as a man and a child of 
God 


“The wage-earner is not to re- 
ceive as alms what is his due in 
justice. Let no one attempt with 
trifling donations to exempt him- 
self from the great duties imposed 
by justice. 

“Both justice and charity often 
dictate obligations touching upon 
the same subject matter but under 
different aspects; and the very dig- 
nity of the workingman makes him 
justly and acutely sensitive to the 
dutuies of others in this regard. 
“Today more than ever the acute 
world crises demands of those who 
dispose of immense funds built up 
on the sweat and toil of millions 
that they keep constantly in mind 
the common good.” 


Struck Out at Nazi Methods. 


A few days later he struck out 
with equal vigor against Nazi Ger- 
many’s treatment of the Catholic 
Church. The encyclical, “Mit Bren- 
nender Sorge,” addressed to Ger- 
man bishops, was sent secretly in- 
to Germany and read from all Ger- 
man Catholic pulpits Sunday, 
March 21, It bluntly accused Nazi 
Germany of wilfully violating its 
concordat with the Vatican. 

Five days later the Pope ad- 
dressed the encyclical “Formissima 
Constantiam” to the Mexican clergy 
and laity, asking for the laity’s co- 
operation with the clergy “in the 
intensification of Christian life and 
in good works in every field of ac- 
tivity.” 

Through “In Gravescentibus 
Malis,” Sept. 29, 1937, he appealed 
to the faithful to pray to the Vir- 
gin Mary for the amelioration of 
the world’s ills,

Facts of the Case 


Says Rejected Appointee Was “Victim,” Not 
of Glass and Himself, but of Friends Who 
Gave Bad Political Advice. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Sena- 
tor Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, said last 
night an attempt by the President 
to “martyrize” Judge Floyd H. 
Roberts, rejected by the Senate for 
United States Judge in Virginia, as 
“the innocent victim of the opposi- 
tion of the Virginia Senators, is an 
easily recognized effort to make 
this nomination a political issue.” 

“The President frequently refers 
to the fact,” Byrd said, “that Judge 
Roberts has been a ‘victim.’ Judge 
Roberts has been a victim of asso- 
ciates who induced him to know- 
ingly permit himself to be used in 
a political maneuver to disparage 
before their constituency the two 
Virginia Senators, and the facts 
prove it.” 

Byrd challenged the Department 
of Justice to “make public the re- 
port they made to the President 
which induced him to say that 
the judicial fitness of Judge Rob- 
erts was so superior” to Judge A. 
C. Buchanan’s, whom the Senators 
recommended, “as to make his ap- 
pointment imperative for the public 
welfare.” 

Answering the President’s charge 
that the two Virginia Senators had 
in effect directed him to nominate 
one of two candidates recommended 
by them and no other, Byrd said 
the two Senators recommended 
Judge Buchanan and _ Assistant 
United States District Attorney 
Frank 8. Tavenner, while other 
Virginians recommended Judge 
Barksdale of Lynchburg, Senator 
John 8S. Battle of Charlottesville, 
and Mennon Whittle of Martins- 
ville. 


Text of Byrd Statement. 


The text of Byrd’s statement 
follows: 

“The Senior senator from Vir- 
ginia has admirably and complete- 
ly answered the charges against 
the two Virginia Senators by the 
President. He not only answered, 
but completely refuted, every im- 
plication in the presidential indict- 
ment against the Virginia Senators, 
as well as against the 70 other 
Senators who voted with them to 
reject the Roberts nomination, in- 
cluding some of the most devoted 
friends the President has. 

“The President said that ‘the 
statement of Senator Glass to the 
committee did not square with the 
facts,” and in another paragraph 
said his statements were untrue. 
He thus raises an issue of veracity 
with my colleague. I am familiar 
with inost minute happenings re- 
lating to this appointment and I 
know Senator Glass’ statements 
were true and did ‘square with the 
facts. I say this not to defend 
Senator Glass. He needs no de- 
fense. I could no more add to his 
reputation than the President 
could detract from it. 


“Had the two Virginia Senators 
surrendered their own convictions 
on momentous matters of public 
policy and accepted orders from 
the White House, it is obvious that 
the Virginia Senators would have 
been consulted as to this nomina- 
tion, in the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion and in accordance with the 
established custom. In fact, three 
years ago, a similar appointment 
was made in the Eastern Judicial 
District of Virginia. The two Sen- 
ators were then consulted and ap- 
proved the nomination of Judge 
Pollard. The then Governor of 
Virginia, George C. Peery, was not 
consulted either by the President 
or by the Department of Justice. 

President's “Purpose Known.” 

“The purpose of the President 
to recognize other politic.1 per- 
sonages in Virginia as to appoint- 
ments on which the Senators have 
the constitutional duty of con- 
firmation was publicly announced 
coincident with the ‘purge’ efforts 
last spring. The announcement of 
this intention by the President was 
made by a Virginia newspaper pub- 
lisher after a visit to the White 
House. It has never been denied. 
Subsequent events have proven its 
accuracy. 

“Even before the bill was passed 
creating this judgeship, political 
maneuvers were be ~un to use this 
appointment to chastise the Vir- 
ginia Senators. The very letter of 
the President was obviously a po- 
litical document designed and in- 
tended to create a political issue 
in the senatorial campaign of 1940. 

“Why was it that the President 
delayed his statement until after 
the Senate acted? Five days 
elapsed between the adverse action 
of the Judiciary Committee and 
the vote in the Senate. This being 
a privileged matter, the Senators 
from Virginia could have asked for 
its consideration in the Senate on 
the day followfng the action of the 
Judiciary Committee. But, in the 
spirit of fairness and the desire 
for a full and deliberate considera- 
tion of this nomination, we acceded 
to the request of the majority 
leader to postpone action until 
the following Monday. 

“Why did he not afford the 
Senate the benefit of the alleged 
facts before the die was cast? He 
undoubtedly would have done so if 
his purpose was either to serve 
Judge Roberts or to enlighten the 
Senate rather than disparage the 
two Senators from Virginia. Even 
the President cannot change the 
past.

Issue of Comparative Merit. 


“The statement that the sole 
basis of the’ selection of Judge 
Roberts was that he was the ‘best 
fitted’ of all those mentioned for 
this post (contained in letter to 
me from the President dated July 
6) makes an issue of the compara- 
tive judicial capacity of Judge 
Buchanan and Judge Roberts, as 
well as the others mentioned. In 
justice to the public, the Depart- 
ment of Justice should make pub- 
lic the report they made to the 
President which induced him to 
say that the judicial fitness of 
Judge Roberts was so superior to 
Judge Buchanan’s as to make his 
appointment imperative for the 
public welfare. 

“T doubt that there is a lawyer 
in Virginia who has practiced in 
the courts of both of these Judges 
who is willing to make the state- 
ment that the qualifications of 
Judge Roberts are so superior to 
Buchanan’s that for this reason, 
and this reason only, the appoint- 
ment of Judge Roberts should 
have been made. 

“IT venture to say further that 
few will agree that the qualifica- 
tions of Judge Roberts are superior 
to those of Mr. Tzvenner, Judge 
Barksdale, Mr. Whittle or Senator 
Battle. 

“The attempt to martyrize Judge 
Roberts by the President—that he 
has been the innocent victim of 
the opposition of the Virginia Sen- 


ators—is an easily recognized effort 


to make this.nomination a political 
issue. 

“The President frequently refers 
to the fact that Judge Roberts 
has been a ‘victim.’ Judge Roberts 
has been a victim of associates 
who induced him to knowingly 
permit himself to be used in a 
political maneuver to disparage 
before their constituency the two 
Virginia Senators, and the facts 
prove it. He has been a victim of 
bad advice given him by such as- 
sociates as Congressman  Flan- 
nagan, who, for political reasons, 
urged his candidate to have no 
communication with the two Vir- 
ginia Senators who must vote upon 
his confirmation. 

Did No Consult Senators. 

“Judge Roberts admitted before 
the Judiciary Committee, in re- 
sponse to the question of a mem- 
ber, that ngjther he nor any of the 
persons representing him had com- 
municated with either Virginia 
Senator. 

“Before Judge Roberts took his 
oath of office, he was aware of the 
opposition of the two Virginia Sen- 
ators by the public announcement 
of my colleague. Instead of await- 
ing the action of the United States 
Senate, as has been done in some 
instances, he chose to resign the 
office he then held and assumed 
the duties of a Federal Judge, 
knowing his tenure was dependent 
upon senatorial confirmation.

WAGNER PROPOSES 
U. S. ADMIT 10,000 
REFUGEE CHILDREN 


Senator Introduces Resolution 
for Entry of Germans 14 
Years Old or Under. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, propos- 
ing the admission of 10,000 German 
yo children this year and next, 

yesterday it would “constitute 
our most immediate and practical 
contribution to the cause of human 
freedom.” 

The New York Senator predicted 
a “prompt and’ whole-hearted re- 
sponse throughout the country” to 
législation he introduced to amend 
immigration laws and allow entry 
of that number of German refugees 
not more than 14 years old. 

“Such action by the United States 
would follow the precedent of 
England and Holland, which have 
given sanctuary to many of these 
unfortunate victims of persecution,” 
Wagner said in a statement. He 
added: 

“The admission of a limited num- 
ber of these children into the Unit- 
ed States would release them from 
the prospect of life without hope 
and without recourse, and enable 
them to grow up in an environment 
where the human spirit may sur- 
vive and prosper.” 

His resolution would not suspend 
existing quota restrictions on the 
immigration of adults, 


KING ACCEPTS BELGIAN 
CABINET’S RESIGNATION 


Spaak Government Quits After Con- 
troversy Over Honor to 
German Sympathizer. 

BRUSSELS, Feb, 10.—King Leo- 
pold accepted last night the resig- 
nation of Premier Paul Henri Spaak 
and his cabinet, climaxing a bitter 
nation-wide dispute over a Govern- 
ment-bestowed honor on a war-time 
German sympathizer. 

Indications were lacking imme- 
diately on the King’s choice of a 
successor to Spaak, a young mod- 
erate Socialist, who came into pow- 
er May 15, 1938, when the country 
faced a financial crisis. 

Spaak and his Ministers resigned 
because of widespread liberal op- 
position to Dr. Adrian Martens, who 
was appointed to the Flemish acad- 
emy. Martens was condemned to 
death after the World War for co- 
operating with the Germans during 
their occupation of Belgium. The 
sentence was commuted and he lat- 
er was given amnesty by act of 
Parliament. 

Three liberal members of Spaak’s 
coalition cabinet—made up of So- 
cialists, Catholics and liberals — 
threatened to resign unless Martens 
quit the academy. Catholic Flemish 
Ministers countered by threatening 
to leave the cabinet if the appoint- 
ment were rescinded, 

A week ago, a party of ex-service 
men, demanding Spaak’s resigna- 
tion, pummelled the Premier when 
they encountered him outside his 
residence. He was not injured se- 
verely,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Attor- 


neys-General of 39 states told a Sen- 
ate finance sub-committee today in 


a brief that Congress had no con- 
stitutional power to tax State and 
municipal bonds. 

“Any attempt by Congress to tax 
such bonds by statute would be un- 
constitutional,” their brief said. It 
was filed with the Senate sub-com- 
mittee holding hearings on the pro- 
posal to vote reeiprocal taxation of 
State and Federal securities and 
salaries. 

“The Department of Justice is 
absolutely incorrect when it ad- 
vises that Congress may tax State 
and municipal securities by a sim- 
ple statute,” Solicitor-General Henry 
Epstein of New York told the com- 
mittee. He appeared on behalf of 
the entire group signing the brief, 
and was followed by the Attorneys- 
General of 16 states who likewise 
challenged the opinion of the Jus- 
tice Department. 

Challenge to Democracy. 

Another witness—Carl H. Chat- 
ters, executive director of the Mu- 
nicipal Finance Officers’ Associa- 
tion—told the committee that taxa- 
tion of Government securities and 
salaries challenged democratic in- 
stitutions through further central- 
ization of Government power. 

“Singe the preservation of demo- 
cratic Government depends on the 
continued existence of virile units 
of local government, their existence 
should not be threatened by one 
more measure to deprive them of 
the means of existence,” he said. 

Meanwhile the issue of a constitu- 
tional amendment, rather than an 
act of Congress to botain reciprocal 
taxation of Federal and state salar- 
ies and securities appeared likely 
today to cause even more trouble 
in the Senate than it did in the 
House. 

The House bill, passed late yes- 
terday by a vote of 269 to 103, 
would apply Federal and state in- 
come taxes to salaries of all pub- 
lic employes. It would forbid 
retroactive Federal taxation of cer- 
tain state employes who might be 
affected by recent Supreme Court 
decisions. It did not touch Roose- 
velt’s recommendation to tax Gov- 
ernment securities. 

Few Challenge Objective. 

The measure was assailed and 
defended by both the Republican 
and Democratic members in the 
House. Few challenged the objec- 
tives of the legislation, but many 
insisted a constitutional amend- 
ment was necessary to reach them.

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UP TO THE SENATE. 
The State Senate is the remaining hope for the 
defeat of the pernicious small loans bill pending 
in the Legislature. The House, by the consistent 
manner in which it has voted down amendments, 
has shown that it is determined to pass the bill, with 
the increase in the interest rate and the clause 
legalizing salary purchases intact. 
All efforts to break the hold of the lobby which 
got on the ground early and committed 78 members 
of the House to the bill prior to its introduction 
have been beaten. In the Senate, the situation 
should be different. By holding the rate at 2% 
per cent, the Senate can show itself a worthy suc- 
cessor to the Senate of 1929, which, after a historic 
fight, reduced the small loan rate to its present 
level from 3% per cent. 

On what ground is the proposed rise in the rate 
justified? Persons making this type of loan are 
those on whom usurious interest falls the hardest. 
The best answer to the charge that small loan com- 
panies cannot afford to make loans under $100 at 
2% per cent is that they are already doing so., The 
loan companies do not need a higher return. Roy 
Hamlin, majority leader in the House, stated that 
the reports of the loan companies themselves show 
a net earning of 8 per cent, after deductions cdver- 
ing all the items usually included in such reports 
to keep the earnings statement low. Few businesses 
have fared so well during the depression. 

If the Legislature is interested in erecting safe- 
guards for the people who are being exploited by 
the loan leeches, the protection can be afforded 
without raising the rate. As for salary purchases, 
the direct mortgagjng of future earnings should be 
rigidly forbidden, whether the mortgage is taken by a 
company charging 30 per cent or 240 per cent. The 
salary purchase method of extending loans has been 
historically considered contrary to the public interest 
in Missouri. The assumption that an evil can be 
eradicated by cloaking it with legality is palpably 
fallacious. 

Will the Senate succumb to the handsomely dis- 
guised propaganda of the small loan sharks? 
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the advanced social philosophy of Pius XI, Extracts 
from it are reprinted on this page today. 

In other pronouncements, the Pope deplored the 
growth of excessive nationalism and the military 
spirit. The horrors of civil war in Spain struck the 
aging pontiff to the heart and saddened his last 
days.

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TWO MARRIAGE HEALTH BILLS. 

Public opinion in Missouri has been awakened by a 
campaign of several years’ duration to the need for a 
marriage health law, to prevent spread of venereal 
diseases and avert the birth of defective children. 
A most unfortunate thing now has occurred, how- 
ever. Sponsors of the reform have split into two 
groups, and are urging two separate bills upon the 
Legislature. This means that the chance of passing 
any marriage health measure at all may be en- 
dangered. 

The chief difference between the bills is that one 
calls for syphilis tests alone, while the other includes 
also tests for gonorrhea. Health protection will never 
be complete until immunity from gonorrhea becomes 
a requirement for marriage, but sponsors of the less 
inclusive bill assert that tests for this dangerous 
disease as now developed are not wholly conclusive. 
The debate on this point has consumed energy that 
should be devoted to the broader issue of whether 
or not Missourians are to have the essential pro- 
tection of a marriage health law.

HE immense number of proletarians on 
T tne one hand, and the enormous wealth 

of the very rich on the other, are an un- 
answerable argument that the material 
goods so abundantly produced in this age of 
industrialism are far from rightly distributed 
and equitably shared among the various 
classes of men. ‘ 

Every effort therefore must be made that 
a just share only of the fruits of production 
be permitted to accumulate in the hands of 
the wealthy, and that an ample sufficiency 
be supplied to the workers. 

The wage paid to the working man must 
be sufficient for the support of himself and 
of his family. It is right indeed that the 
rest of the family contribute according to 
their power toward the common mainte- 
nance, But it is wrong to abuse the tender 
years of children or the weakness of women. 

Intolerable and at all costs to be abol- 
ished is the abuse whereby mothers of fam- 
ilies, because of the insufficiency of the fa- 
ther’s salary, are forced to engage in gainful 
occupations outside the domestic walls, to the 
neglect of their own proper cares and du- 
ties, particularly the upbringing of their 
children. Every effort must therefore be 
made that fathers of families receive a wage 
sufficient to meet adequately normal domes- 
tic needs, 

If under present circumstances this is not 
always feasible, social justice demands that 
reforms be introduced without delay, which 
will guarantee such a wage to every adult 
working man.

Free competition, though within certain 
limits right and productive of good results, 
cannot be the guiding principle of economic 
life; this has been abundantly.proved by the 
consequences that have followed from the 
practical application of these dangerous indi- 
vidualist ideas. It is therefore very neces- 
sary that economic life be once more sub- 
jected to and governed by a true and effec- 
tive guiding principle. 

Still less can this function be exercised 
by the economic dictatorship which within 
recent times has taken the place of free 
competition; for this is a headstrong and 
vehement power, which, if it is to prove ben- 
eficial to mankind, needs to be curbed 
strongly and ruled with prudence. It can- 
not, however, be curbed and governed by 
itself. More lofty and noble principles must 
therefore be sought in order to control this 
dictatorship sternly and uncompromisingly; 
to wit, social justice and social charity. 

Further, it would be well if the various 
nations in common counsel and endeavor 
strove to promote a happy international co- 
operation in economic matters by prudent 
pacts and institutions, since economically 
they are largely dependent one upon the 
other, and need one another’s help.

It is patent that in our days not wealth 
alone is accumuiated, but immense power 
and despotic economic domination are con- 
centrated in the hands of a few, who for the 
most part are not the owners, but only the 
trustees of invested funds, which they ad- 
minister at their own gvod pleasure. 

This domination is most powerfully exer- 
cised by those who, because they hold and 
control money, also govern credit and deter- 
mine its allotment, for that reason supplying,

so to speak, the life-blood to the entire eco- 
nomic body, and grasping in their hands, as 
it were, the very soul of production, so that 
no one can breathe against their will, | 
This accumulation of power, the charac- 
teristic note of the modern economic order, 
is a natural result of limitless free compe- 
tition, which permits the survival of those 
only who are the strongest, and this often 
means those who fight most relentlessly, who 
pay least heed to the dictates of conscience. 
This concentration of power has, in its 
turn, led to a threefold struggle. First, there 
is the struggle for economic supremacy 
itself; then the fierce battle to acquire con- 
trol of the state, so that its resources and 
authority may be abused in economic strug- 
gles; finally, the clash between states them- 
selves. This latter arises from two causes: 
because the nations apply their power and 
political influence to promote the economic 
and because 
economic forces are used to decide political 
controversies between nations. 


Free competition has destroyed itself; eco- 
nomic domination has taken the place of the 
open market, Unbridled ambition for dom- 
ination has succeeded the desire for gain; 
the whole economic regime has become hard, 
cruel and relentless in a ghastly measure. 
Furthermore, the intermingling and scan- 
dalous confusing of the functions and du- 
ties of civil authority and of the economic 
organization have produced crying evils, and 
have gone so far as to degrade the majesty 
of the state. 

The state, which should be the supreme ar- 
biter, ruling in kingly fashion far above all 
party contention, intent only upon justice 
and the common good, has become instead 


a slave, bound over to the service of hu- 


man passion and greed. As regards the re- 
lations of peoples among themselves, a dou- 
ble stream has issued forth from this one 
fountain-head: on the one hand, economic 
nationalism or even economic imperialism; 
on the other, a no less noxious and detest- 
able international imperialism in financial 
affairs, which holds that where a man’s for- 
tune is, there is his country.

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VITAMIN DISCOVERER 
GIVES “PERFECT DIET 


Man Who Upset Dogmas of 35 
Years Ago Addresses Dairy 
» Council, 


Essentials for the optimum—or 
“perfect”—diet were listed at the 
annual educational meeting of the 
Dairy Council last night at Hotel 
Coronado by Prof. E. V. MeCollum 
of Johng Hopkins Untversity. 

His formula was backed by more 
than ordinary authority, for he was 
prime mover in the scientific revo- 
lution that upset the dietary dog- 
most Americans past 30 learned 
in school. More significantly, the 
studies it set afoot are credited with 
saving more babies’ lives than any 
other one development of the 


tial vitamins and said more prob- 
ably would be discovered. When he 
spoke here in 1925 there were five. 
There weren't any when he set out, 
35 years ago, to find out why ex- 
perimental animals died on diets 
limited to what then were consid- 
ered essentials. But then, in 1913, 
he and a co-worker discovered vit- 
amin A and, two years later, vita- 
min B. 

His optimum daily diet included: 

A daily pint of milk for an 
adult—more if desired—and 30 
ounces for a child under 12. 

Four servings of vegetables, 
two of them raw, as in salads, 
and one green. 

One serving of meat, fish, game, 
poultry, eggs or cheese. 

One serving of whole 
cereal, 

“We may eat an appetite-satis- 
fying meal and yet fail to obtain 
indispensable nutrients,” he said. 
“We are eating too much refined 
cereal products such as white flour, 
other refined cereals, and sugar, 
and not enough of the protective 
foods. 


Urges Proper Combination. 

“By ‘protective foods’ I mean 
milk, eggs, leafy vegetables, fresh 
fruits and such vegetables as may 
be eaten uncooked. In a partial 
sense, meats are protective foods. 

“Most of our common foods are 
deficient in some of the essential 
food elements. We do not condemn 
any of them because of this, be- 
cause the keynote to success in nu- 
trition is the proper combination of 
foods so that what is lacking in 
one will be supplied by another.” 

That “proper combination” was 
achieved by the common foods of 
the listed diet, except for the extra 
amounts of vitamin D essential for 
building of bones and teeth in the 
growing body. Calcium—a lack in 
the diet of many adults as well— 
and vitamins A and C, he added, 
are essential to tooth development. 

Scurvy from lack of vitamin C, 
derived from uncooked fruits and 
vegetables, is still common among 
infants, Dr. McCollum related, and 
its deficiency in adults contributes 
to injury from bacterial poisons, 

Vitamin A and Vision. 

He pointed out that vitamin A is 
essential to healthy mucous mem- 
branes, and emphasized its relation 
to vision, Lack of this vitamin was 
cited in a recent article in the 
Missouri State Medical Journal as 
a factor in highway accidents 
caused by glaring headlights. It is 
found in green and yellow vege- 
tables, milk, butter, liver, kidney 
and fish. 

Proper diet, he said, could accom-

branes, a reduction in respiratory 
diseases; improvement in tooth 
structure and resistance to decay 
and infection, with consequent re- 
duction in secondary infections of 
joints, kidneys and heart; safe- 
guard against neuritis and second- 
ary effects of nerve injury, and 
protection of the arteries against a 
form of “hardening” apparently due 
to bacterial poisons. 

Disclaiming any dietary panacea, 
he asserted, “We do claim that mal- 
nutrition is widespread, and of a 
degree of severity which is re- 
flected, in many individuals, in ill 
health in one of the categories men- 
tioned. Attention to the proper se- 
lection of foods throughout life will 
go far toward reducing the inci- 
dence and severity of these condi- 
tions. 

“That it is not necessary to take 
vitamins in pills is shown by the 
fact that Samson and the original 
marathon runners.derived their 
strength, Aspasia and Cleopatra 
heir charm, by eating natural foods 
only. 

“About 20 years ago I coined the 
slogan: ‘Eat what you want, after 
you have eaten what you should.’ 
Eat every day the necessary 
amounts of the protective foods 
and after that, eat whatever your 
appetite calls for.”

EAGLETON ADVOCATES 


SCHOOL AMENDMENT 


He Would Extend Power of 
Superintendent to All 
Departments. 


A proposal for an amendment of 
the State law to give the Super- 
intendent of Instruction of the 


Board of Education general su- 
pervisory power over all depart- 
ments of the board will be made 
by Mark D. Eagieton, board mem- 
ber. 

Eagleton said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he would write 
next week to Richard Murphy, 
chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee, requesting that the change 
be submitted to the Legislature now 
in session, 

The superintendent, who now has 
jurisdiction over only the instruc- 
tion department, comprising the 
teaching corps and allféd branches, 
is responsible for the essential 
service of the school system and 
should have complete authority to 
supervise the other departments, 
said Eagleton. 

He did not advocate a complete 
new school charter, although he 
said the simple amendment to vest 
general control in the superin- 
tendent was not ideal. 

Other executive officers would 
continue in immediate charge of 
their respective departments, under 
Eagleton’s plan. They are the sec- 
retary-treasurer, building commis- 
sioner and auditor, whose positions 
and authority are created by stat- 
ute; also the supply commissioner 
and attorney, whose places were 
made by board rule. 

More efficient management and 
better co-ordination would result 
from the change, Eagleton argued, 
As an illustration he cited the dif- 
ficulties sometimes arising between 
school principals, who are under 
the superintendent, and janitors, 
who are under the building com- 
missioner. In addition, he asserted 
that the change would result in 
economies in the number of em- 
ployes and other expenses. 

Dr. George D. Strayer of Colum- 
bia University, New York, who is 
directing a survey of the school 
System here, has indicated in his 
writings that he favors centraliza- 
tion of supervisory authority, it 
was declared by Eagleton, who is a 
lawyer. The survey, for which a 
final report will be made by May 
1, includes the question of school 
administration. In the meanwhile 
the time for introducing new meas- 
ures in the Legislature, without 
specific authority of the Governor, 
will have expired. 

Murphy, chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee, has frequently 
expressed himself vehemently as 
‘favoring the present school char- 
ter, which includes the provision 
ifor independent executive officers, 
each reporting directly to the 
board. Other members of the com- 
mittee are James J. Fitzgerald and 
Edward A, Ferrenbach.

HEARING ON REALTY 
DEALER LIGENSING BILL 


Measure in Missouri Senate Pro- 
vides for Board That Could 
Revoke Trading Permits. 


By a Staff Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—A 
delegation of real estate dealers 
from all parts of the State ap- 
peared last night before a Senate 
committee in support of a bill to 
license real estate firms, brokers 
and salesmen and to create a State 
Real Estate Commission to super- 
vise the business. 
Spokesman for the group was 
Eugene D. Ruth Jr., president of 
the Missouri: State Real Estate As- 
sociation, who declared the bill, 
prepared by the association, was 
designed to “elevate and clean up 
the real estate business and keep 
it clean.” 
Ruth, former Mayor of Univer- 
sity City, said that commissions 
similar to the one proposed in the 
measure have been established in 
31 other states, including most of 
those adjoining Missouri. Rigid 
enforcement of laws, he said, has 
forced out “objectionable real es- 
tate operators and practices.” 
“Because of these laws in other 
states,” he said, “Missouri has be- 
come the dumping ground for real 
estate men of the character we do 
not desire. Such people have en- 
gaged in certain activities which 
have reflected upon real estate 
men as a whole. We want to clean 
up the business and provide proper 
protection to the public,” 
Committee Takes No Action. 
The Senate Committee on Re- 
trenchment, Reform, Abolition and 
Consolidation of Boards, Bureaus 
and Commissions, before which the 
bill is pending, took no action on 
the measure, but laid it over for 
further study. Similar bills have 
failed to pass at previous sessions 
of the Legislature. 
Under the bill, the commission 
would consist of three members, 
appointed by the Governor, who 
would receive $10 a day and ex- 
penses when in session. In grant- 
ing licenses the commission would 
be empowered to take into consider- 
ation the reputation, experience, 
competence and integrity of appli- 
cants.

Official Testifies He Got 
Order to “‘Get Rid” of 
Detective on Trail of 


Dutch Schultz Mobsters.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Deputy 
Police Commissioner John A. Lyons 
testified at the lottery conspiracy 
retrial of James J. Hines today that 
in the fall of 1933 he received or- 
ders to “get rid of Salke,” a detec- 
tive then harassing the gangsters 
of Dutch Schultz. 

District Attorney Thomas E, 


Dewey has charged that Hines used 
his political influence as a Tam- 
many District leader to “break” 
detectives who annoyed Schultz’s 
hoodilums or raided banks of the 
policy racket. 

Lyons said the order to get. rid 
of Detective Julius Salke came 
from Police Commissioner James 
S. Bolan. He quoted Acting Chief 
Inspector John J. Sullivan as tell- 
ing him: “The Commissioner di- 
rects you to get rid of Salke.” 

Salke had been assigned by Lyons 
to work with Federal agents in an 
effort to find Schultz, then a fugi- 
tive, and also in tapping the tele- 
phone of J. Richard (Dixie) Davis, 
legal adviser of the Schultz gang. 
Transfer Stopped by Dewey. 
Lyons said he did not drop Salke| 
from his squad, as directed by Bo-| 
lan. Instead he went to the Unit-| 
ed States District Attorney and told, 
him of the order. He said Dewey 
gave him a message to Bolan con- 
taining a warning that if the trans- 
fer was made Bolan might be 
called before the Federal grand 


jury to explain. Salke was not 
transferred. 
A procession of Bridgeport 


(Conn.) witnesses who testified at 
the first trial, which ended in a 
mistrial last September, began with 
the appearance of Charles W. 
Hughes, a former assistant man- 
ager of the Barnum Hotel in 
Bridgeport, now residing in Gard- 
ner, Mass. 

Hughes identified photographs of 
Hines, Schulz and George Wein- 
berg, gangster witness, who killed 
himself, and said he saw Hines and 
Schultz together in the hotel’s cof- 
fee shop and barber shop several 
times in 1935, a few months before 
Schultz was killed. 

Dewey pushed the trial through 
its final prosecution stages after 
an interlude of accusation and de- 
nial between himself and Gov. Her- 
bert H. Lehman. 

Gov. Herbert H. Lehman yester- 
day denounced Dewey for “inex- 
cusable arrogance and _ imperti- 
nence” in having asserted Wednes- 
day that “someone in Albany” had 
permitted a leak of false informa- 
tion designed to make two State 
witnesses out as liars. 

In a prompt answer drafted be- 
fore the Lehman letter reached 
him from Albany, Dewey again 
insisted there had been such a 
leak, adding: “How the leak could 
have occurred anywhere except in 
Albany is still a mystery to me.” 
Two convicts in Federal prison 
had been quoted in affidavits ob- 
tained by New York State Troop- 
ers as having said George Wein- 
berg, a Dewey witness against 
Hines until he (Weinberg) killed 
himself recently, was responsible 
for the unsolved killing of Jules 
Martin, a Dutch Schultz gangster, 
in 1935. 

J. Richard (Dixie) Davis, the 
former attorney for the Schultz 
gang, another prosecution wit- 
ness, had testified in the first 
Hines trial and: presumably was 
prepared to testify again that it 
was Schultz who killed Martin. 
The disclosure of the statement 
of the convicts, Dewey said, was an 
extraordinary coincidence coming 
on the day that Davis took the wit- 
ness stand in Hines’ second trial. 
And, asserted the Prosecutor, the 
sequel to their statement, in which 
they were branded as liars by a 
State trooper, was not allowed to 
leak.

Peter Karageorgevitch, who had 
been in exile with his young son, 
Alexander, was brought back and 
crowned King. Lieut. Zifkovitch, 
who had let the assassins in 
through the palace gates, was re- 
warded by fast promotions until he 
eventually became Minister of War 
and for a brief time military dic- 
tator of Serbia. But the chief plot- 
ter, Col. Dragutin Dmitrievitch, an 
extraordinary character who was 
nicknamed “The Bee,” did not 
abandon his specialty for any such 
official position. He went right 
on plotting, and when the Austrian 
Crown Prince, Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand, began to interfere with Pan- 
Serbian hopes by conferring with 
the German Kaiser on his pet plan 
to create a triple union of Austria, 
Hungary and South Slavia, “The 
Bee” arranged for the fatal “sting” 
that swelled into the World War. 
The assassination of Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand at Serajevo, 
Serbia, in 1914 was Col. Dmitrie- 
vitch’s crowning handiwork. But 
it was also his last.

ING PETER KARAGEORGE- 
K vitcx has become so broken 

in health his tall, handsome, 
heir, Crown Prince Alexander, had 
to take over the duties of the Crown 
as Prince-Regent from June of 1914 
on. Alexander never trusted “The 
Bee” and one day when he sus- 
pected his plots were buzzing too 
close to the royal family he had 
him taken out and shot by a firing 
squad. 

Alexander was not King Peter's 
eldest son. But his brother, George, 
who was born the Crown Prince, 
was mentally unbalanced, kicked 
his valet to death, and eventually 
had to be sent away to an institu- 
tion, so that Alexander stepped up 
into his position as heir to the 
throne. Through the World War, 
Alexander was in personal com- 
mand of the Serbian troops. 

On Aug. 16, 1921, Alexander's fa- 
ther died and he became King “of 
the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes” as 
the kingdom came to be known 
after its territorial enlargement un- 
der the terms of the peace treaties. 
The following June, King Alexan- 
der made a marital alliance with 
Rumania by marrying Princess 
Marie Mignon, the daughter of the 
then all-powerful Queen Marie. And 
the next year, little Peter was born. 

Alexander's greatest hope was to 


be able to unite into one nation the 
peoples placed under his rule at 
the end of the World War. His 
assassination left the problem un- 
solved. His young son, King Peter 
II, now 15 years of age, has inherit- 
ed not only the throne but the prob- 
lem as well, and a terrifying one 
it must be if Peter is reading his 
history books carefully.

Ananda makes no bones about 
his preference for playing with his 
electric.trains to anything royalty 
has to offer in the way of amuse- 
ment for a young lad.

Eventually, the Turkish Empire 
collapsed and Britain assumed the 
protectorate over Egypt. The late 
King Fuad, father of the present boy 
monarch, reigned under this pro- 
tectorate, first as Sultan and after 
1922 as King.

Later, on, a controversy 
raged on the question whether the 
King should wear a crown, Farouk 
settled the dispute by announcing 
that in order to save money he 
would not bother about having any 
crown made. One of the new 
King’s first official acts was to 
slash his own salary by $250,000 and 
turn the same amount over to pub- 
lic works projects “for the good of 
the country.” By such gestures, 
Farouk has built up tremendous 
popularity throughout his kingdom.
